C. Meeting of the CORESTA Task Force dealing with the 1 

revision of the smoking method. __ 

- The results of the collaborative test are not satisfactory 
and therefore major improvement have to be developed. Good 
results for Barclay are achieved, but mainly through 
compression of the channels. It would not work if the 
channels would be stiffer, 

- Because of the lack of capacity, capability or interest, the 

participants delegated all the work to BAT and PM with the 
request that the two companies should come with a common 
proposal to be tested by CORESTA. This is very important for 
us, because we receive the mandate from CORESTA to deal i 

directly with BAT for the development of the method, and we 
are not obliged anymore to work "secretely" with them.
